New Proposals Transportation

To Steel Strike’ To North Areas 


NEW YORK, Feb, 15.—(AP)— 
The United States steel strike, 
which for the last 26 days has made 
idle more than 850,000 workers and 
has greatly slowed the country's 
reconversion program, appeared 
near settlement today following 
disclosure of President Truman's 
higher wage-price policy. ; 

A QUICK END of the steel wage 
dispute was the immediate hope of 
government officials as a result of 
the new formula, which provides 
price increases for industry and 
government approved wage raises. 

In line with the policy, high offi- 
cials said, settlement of the steel 
strike was possible on the basis of 
an 18'-cent-hourly wage hike as 
previously recommended by Mr. 
Truman. Another factor, they said, 
would be a $5 a ton increase in the 
price of steel. 


AS MR. TRUMAN announced his

Penicillin Cures 
Cattle Disease 


OTTAWA, Feb. 15.—(CP)—An- 
other victory for the wonder-drug, 
penicillin—the - conquest of the 
hitherto incurable dairy cattle 
disease known as mastitis—was re- 
ported today by the agriculture de- 
partment. 

A press release told how de- 
partment scientists working under 
the direction of Dr. Charles A. Mit- 
chell, Dominion animal pathologist, 
cured approximately six of every 
seven cows suffering from mastitis 
with injections of penicillin, 

THE DISCOVERY marks the 
first known cure in any part of the 
world for the infection. 

The disease, caused by several 
germs, including streptococcus 
agalactiae, is an inflammation of 
the udder which frequently de- 
stroys the milk-secreting tissue of 
each infected quarter of the udder, 
ceducing the yield of milk.

Prospects for development of 
transportation to areas in Northern 
Alberta and the North West Terri- 
tories were “extremely bright”, L.

LONDON, Feb. 15—(CP)—The 
United Nations general assembly 
finished the business of the historic 
London session last night by ap- 
proving unanimously the Westches- 
ter-Fairfield area of New York and 
Connecticut as the new permanent 
world capital and voting New York 
City as the peace organization's 
temporary site. 

BY A UNANIMOUS vote the 
general assembly called on its 51 
member countries for “immediate 
and drastic” action to head off glo- 
bal famine. 

It asked them to conserve food 
supplies and grow all the grain they 
could. 

DISCUSSING the world famine 
threat, delegate after delegate 
stressed the gravity of the inter- 
national food situation. Big and 
small, the powers pledged support 
in anti-famine action. 

State Secretary Paul Martin pro- 
mised that Canada, already ship- 
ping wheat at the rate of approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 bushels a working 
day, will do her utmost to meet 
the food demands of the United 
Nations,

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Where to Concentrate 


In a statement to the press, Hon. C. D. 
Howe said the houses being built now by pri- 
vate contractors in Canada average in cost 
about $8,000 each, If this is correct, and the 
Minister is in position to know, the house- 
building industry is not supplying the type 
of house that is urgently needed. 

Four-fifths of the people of Canada can- 
not afford to live in an $8,000 house, They 
can't pay the rent that construction cost 
calls for, and they could not buy such a 
house however easy the terms. They just 
couldn’t meet the interest and principal in- 
stalments on the purchase price. 

It is quite possible that construction 
firms can keep busy, and make money, put- 
ting up houses of this type for well-to-do 
people. But building them is not solving the 
national housing problem. It is even making 
that problem more difficult of solution, by 
diverting labor and materials from the 
greater need to the lesser. : 

To make houses available to people of 
moderate incomes the sale price will have to 
be about half the figure stated, These pros- 
pective buyers and renters include returned 
servicemen, to whom the country owes living 
accommodation at rentals and buying prices 
within their reach. 

If private investors cannot erect such 
houses, the need will have to be met by 
government-building, or by subsidizing pri- 
vate house-building. Wartime Housing is 
putting up houses at the $4,000 figure, but 
not in sufficient numbers to promise any 
rapid headway in overtaking the shortage. 

There apparently is no way to switch the 
construction industry generally to the build- 
ing of these moderate-priced houses except 
to pay bonuses sufficient to make the busi- 
ness attractive. In normal conditions, to pay 
subsidies is to exploit the taxpayers for the 
benefit of favored individuals, But the hous- 
ing situation is an emergency condition, and 
subsidizing the kind of building that is need- 
ed seems to be the only way to deal with it 
effectively. 

So emergent is this situation that it is 
permissable to raise the question of whether 
any person should be allowed next summer 
to absorb labor and materials in the erec- 
tion of a deluxe residential establishment for 
personal use, 

It is time, too, to clamp down tight on the 
export of lumber and other building materi- 
als from Canada, to whatever extent this 
may be necessary to assure ample supplies 
for all the moderate-priced houses that can 
be built. 


It Hinges on Production 


Mr. Graham Towers, governor of the 
Bank of Canada, says we will be headed for 
trouble after a while unless private spending 
increases as government spending falls off. 
He doesn’t put it in just that way. A banker 
wouldn’t. But that is what it boils down to. 

And, stated in these simple terms, the 
truth is readily enough apparent. In wartime 
the national government was doing so much 
spending that individuals couldn’t do a great 


deal if they wanted to, Taxes and bonds ab- | 


sorbed surplus earnings and left most people 
only enough to buy necessaries, They 
couldn't go in for luxuries even if these had 
been available—which they were not. 

This is the reverse of normal peacetime 
conditions, when a government collects and 
spends only a small fraction of the national 
income, and private citizens do the really 
heavy spending, We are now getting into the 
transition stage and government outlays are 
being tapered off. 

Mr. Towers does not say that private 
spending will likely fail to expand, and indus- 
trial activity slow down in consequence; he 
only says the trouble will come if private 
spending should fail. There is not much dan- 
ger of that. While private citizens were piling 
up savings in war bonds they were also piling 
up inventories of things they wanted but 
could not get at the time. 

This stored-up demand will come into the 
market readily enough—provided there is 
production of the things wanted, Otherwise 
of course it won't and can’t. Should private 
spending lag this will not be because the will 
is absent, but because the wanted goods are 
not being produced and placed on the store 
shelves, That is where the danger of restrict- 
ed spending lies, if and in so far as there is 
any such danger. If the goods are produced 
they will be bought, 


In for More Losses 


The Ford plant at Windsor has closed 
down, for lack of steel, and the 10,000 em- 
ployees who were idle during the three- 
month strike are idle again. Only about half 
of them had been taken back in the mean- 
time, The others have been without wages 
for about five months, 

The employees are not of course the only 
losers and prospective losers. The sharehold- 
ers in the company are out and will be out 
the dividends or would have received had 
production been carried on without inter- 
ruption. The business of the community was 
hard hit by the loss of trade during the 
strike, and will be hit again by the present 
tie-up.

In the Windsor case, continued operation 
last fall would not have prevented the pre- 
sent shut-down, But had the strike not oc- 
curred, all parties would now be in better 
position to stand the strain of another period 
of no-wages, no-dividends, no-output, and 
heavily curtailed local business.

Drawing on the impressions he 
years 
spent in the leftist area of China, 


and former teacher in Yenan 
province, forecast Thursday after- 
noon a definite possibility of set- 
tling problems facing the success- 
ful uniting of Communists and pro- 
gressive elements in the central 
Chinese government at Chungking. 
MR. LINDSAY TOLD a joint 
luncheon meeting of the Rotary 
club and the Men’s Canadian club 
in the Macdonald hotel that refusal 
of the United tSates to support the 
hungking government in a long 
drawn out civil war against the 
Communists led 4o the adoption of | 
the, compromise government in the 
Asiatic home of millions of people 
who, until recently regarded a gov- 
ernment simply as “an organization 
which took their money.” 
Introduced to the gathering of 
more than 200 persons by Hugh 
C, Gourley, Canadian Club presi-| 
dent, the speaker asserted that the 
Communist organization in Chita} 
differed from Communists in other | 
countries. “They have confined | 
their membership in China to one-| 
third of any elected board or coun- 
jeil,” he explained, since they felt | 
that only as an opposition party | 
could they fit into the pattern of a! 
democratic government. 
CAPITALISM MUST play an im- 
portant part in the development of} 
China, Mr. Lindsay declared, so the! 
country had adopted a general pro- 
gram of agrarian reform, abolish- | 
ing the old feudal system of village | 
government and fostering trade} 
and industry, rather than attempt-) 
ing to revolutionize and socialize | 


the country overnight. 

“It is clear to me,” he continued, | 
“that the old Chinese government | 
system was pretty bad. People who | 
made fortunes were not merchants | 
or manufacturers, but government 
officials. Most villages were dom-! 
| inated by a big, landlord family, | 
with the ordinary peasant having} 
a pretty poor time of it.” 

He said that as relations between | 
the Chungking government and 
the Communists got steadily worse} 
}a wide campaign of agrarian and 
| political reform swept through the!

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BLADDER STONES 


Bladder stones are most fre- 
quently found in men past the age 
of forty. Although these stones may 
be found in both sexes, they are 
relatively uncommon in women. 
Apparently the tendency to bladder 
stone formation is inheritable, and 
may be passed from one generation 
‘to another. 

These stones are found to a 
greater extent in some localities 
than in others, being influenced by 
such factors as climate and the 
hardness of the drinking water. 
Diet also seems to have consider- 
able influence, and bladder stones 
are seemingly found most often 
among those using a diet composed 
chiefly of starch. A monotonous 
diet made up mainly of carbon- 
hydrate foods is the type of diet 
blamed most often by medical 
authorities for favoring the forming 
of bladder stones. 

Possibly the explanation is that 
these starchy foods encourage fer- 
mentation in the intestinal tract, 
with the fermentation releasing 
substances which directly or in- 
directly give rise to stone forma- 
tion. 

Bladder stones seem to bear 
some relation to income. Those 
in the lower income group who 
would tend to use more of the 
starchy foods have a greater inci-

Theft of Cheques 


Theft of Dominion government 
gratuity cheques and war saving 
certificates totalling $330.30 has 
been admitted by two 15-year-old 
boys, who were apprehended by 
city ‘police Thursday afternoon. 
Youths told police that they had 
obtained the money by following 
postmen around their routes and 
collecting the letters containing the 
cheques before the addressees 
picked them up. 

IN EACH CASE THE LETTER 
had been delivered to the address 
to which the cheques were mailed. 
The youths said they could easily 
identify the letters containing the 
cheques. 

While servicemen awaited their 
gratuity cheques and fumed at the 
delay of the Dominion treasury 
branch in delivering them, the two 
boys were finding little difficulty 
jin having them cashed by city de- 
partment stores. Both stated that 
they had no trouble in negotiating 
them despite their age. Pleasure 
of making sales apparently over- 
came caution usually exercised by 
|merchants, they said. 

In every case the cheques were 
negotiated at stores, where pur- 
chases were made for a small 
amount and the remainder of the 
value of the cheque received in 
cash. Out of the $330.30 the youths 
obtained $288.27 in cash, the re- 
mainder being spent on merchan- 
dize which was either traded at 
second hand stores, or thrown 
away.

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek 
yesterday told a crowd estimated 
by police at nearly 500,000 that 
China now is “free and indepen- 
dent” and that “we no longer have 
to live as slaves and beasts of 
burden.” 

The throng, which police said 
was the largest gathering in Shang- 
hai’s history, waved national flags 
and roared its approval of the war- 
time leader. 

“Follow the example of our al- 
lies—the United States, Britain, 
France and Soviet Russia,” Gen. 
Chiang exhorted the masses. 

“THEIR CITIZENS are discip- 
lined and responsible. That is why 
they were able to defeat their ene- 
mies, the Axis and the Japanese. 
If we wish to be able to stand side 
by side with them we will have to 
observe discipline and be respons- 
ible...” 

The national pride voiced by the 
generalissimo was reflected by ris- 
ing criticism in Chungking of the 
Russian postion in Manchuria. 

The influential newspaper Ta 
Kung Pao asserted China paid a 
price for Russia’s entry into the war 
against Japan, and “we hope she 
won't be required to pay any more 
than she is willing to pay.”
